INEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

REVISION WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The high command here seems 

to have dropped the soft-pedal upon criticism against 
the supreme court. Interior Secretary Ickes, for example, gave out a 
peculiarly worded statement after the court sent the Duke power case 
back to the lower courts without a decision.’ He denounced. the power 
companies for thus delaying the decision, but said nary a word about 
the court. He asserted the powerites were holding up $50,000,000 of 
PWA employment projects by their technical legal tactics, although the 
court had taken the action causing the delay. It sounded significant. 
What happened on the inside was even more significant. 

It seems that Mr. Ickes’ young liberal lawyers in PWA were hot 
against the court action. They wrote a confidential memo to Mr. Ickes 
Outlining an attack upon the court and pointing out the harm wrought 
by the delay. They suggested Mr. Ickes issue it in his own name. He 
revised it to apply to the power companies instead of the court and 
then gave it out. 


COURSES 1 The incident illustrates a growing unannounced sentiment 
among New Deal authorities. Most of the top liberals 
have come to the conclusion they are not going to accomplish their pur- 
poses by court attacks, or, in fact, by constitutional amendments.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(P— 
The Federal Trade Commission re- 
ported today woolen and worsted | m- 
panies showed the highest rate of re- 
turn on investments for the second 
half of 1935 since the July-December 
period of 1933. 

Profita the second half of the year, 
the commission reported, were ‘“‘sub- 
stantially higher” than during the first 
six months. The report was based on 
an analysis of labor costs, profits and 
inveatmenta of 258 firms. 

The proportion of the reporting 
spinning and weaving company’s to- 
tal mil] costs absorbed by labor ver- 
aged slightly less for the second ha! 
of the year than for the first. Raw 


materigis, however, absorbed a larger | 


proportion of costs. 

Fifty-nine epinning companies with 
an aggregate investment of $39,400,- 
000 reported a total net income be- 
fore payment of interest and income 
taxes of $1,735,000. 

The return on a semi-annual basis 
was 4.39 per cent on the investment 
compared to 1.08 per cent reported 
by 61 companies in the first half of 
1935. 

The proportion of total mill costs 
represented by raw materials, includ- 
ing a smal! amount of processing taxes 
was 66.33 per cent. 
proportion was 22.16 per cent. 

Net profits on total sales amounted 
to 4.6 per cent compared to 1.5 per 
cent for the first six months.

States senator of that state. He was 
elected to the latter post in 1920, 

Terming himself a “Theodore Roose- 
velt Republican,” Senator Norbeck 
frequently found himself in disagree 
ment with leaders of the Republican 
party, and came to be regarded as 
leaning toward the Ineurgent group 
that included Senators Norris, Frazier, 
Shipstead and Johnson, 

senator Norbeck was born August 
27, 1870, in Clay county, South Da- 
kota, the son of an immigrant Nor- 
wegian Lutheran minister. At 25 he 
left home, penniless, and went into 
the well drilling business with a part- 
The business progressed, and 
Norbeck & Company became an impor- 
tant firm in its field. 

It was through his drilling opera- 
tions that he became acquainted with 
people in all parts of the state, a fac- 
tor that was later to become of consid- 
erable advantage when he entered a 
political career. 

In the United States senate the 
South Dakotan was an outspoken 
champion of agricultural relief meas- 
ures. One of his bills, which failed 
of passage, would have reimbursed 
farmers for losses suffered as a re- 
sult of government price-fixing during 
the World War. 

With Senator Norbeck when he died 
today were his son, Harold: a broth- 
er, George Norbeck, the senator's sec- 
retary, Miss Margery Hovreberg, and 
Dr. Scallin. Mrs. Norbeck was at- 
tending church at the time. 

The senator's death brought predic- 
tions that Governor Tom Berry, Dem- 
ocrat, who will retire from office Jan- 
uary 5, would resign before that date 
and be appointed to fill Senator Nor- 
beck’s unexpired term, which. still 
has two years to run.

Should Democratic Governor Tom 
Berry be appointed to succeed him, 
as suggested as a possibility in South 
Dakota, the Democratic senatorial 
membership would be increased to 76. 
Should the appointment be left to the 
Republican governor-elect, who takes 
office in January, the party totals 
probably would remain unchanged. 

In the senate Norbeck was consid- 
ered a member of the western inde- 
pendent Republican group, and refer- 
red to himself as a “Theodore Roose- 
velt Republican.” 

The 60-year-old former farmer was 
in sympathy with much New Deal leg- 
islation and critical at times of his 
own party's position on agriculture 
and other matters. 

Norbeck was chairman of the sen- 
ate banking committee during the last 
years of the Hoover administration 
and his committee handled the first 
banking legislation developed by the 
depression. 


INSANITY THREATENING 
SCOTTSBORO NEGROES, 
LEIBOWITZ DECLARES 


Defense Asks Graves To Aid 
in Obtaining Change 
of Venue. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—(UP)— 
Samuel Liebowitz, former defense at- 
torney in the Scottsboro case, said 
tonight that the nine negroes were 
“in serious danger of going stark, mad” 
unless they were “soor liberated from 
their inhuman confinement.” 

“To drive them to insanity would 
be even more horrible than to burn 
them in Alabama’s electric chair,” 
Leibowitz said. 

The youths have been in jail for 
five and one-half years. Eight are 
awaiting retrials and one has appealed 
his ease. The Scottsboro defense com- 


|mittee charged that for the last nine 
months they have been held in ‘‘almost 


solitary confinement” and are “suf- 
fering in a way they can no longer 
endure mentally or physically.” 

“We have done everything possible 
to interest the reputable members of 
the bar of Decatur, Ala., to assist in 
the defense of the Scottsboro boys,” 
Leibowitz said. “While some of those 
solicited agreed privately, of course, 
that the Scottsboro boys were inno- 
cent, none would dare to represent 
them in court. The excuse offered was 
that a lawyer could not afford to get 
mixed up with the case and _ still 
practice law in Decatur.” 

The Scottsboro defense committee 
through its chairman, the Rev. Dr. 
Allan Knight Chalmers, made public 
a letter it sent to Governor Bibb 
Graves, of Alabama. The letter ask- 
ed that the Governor aid in obtaining 
a change of venue and said: 

“Intentionally or otherwise, the con- 
finement to which the boys have been 
subjected for the jast nine months, can 
have but one result: To break them 
down physically and mentally so that 
in ‘desperation they may make a false 
confession. It is well known that such 
confinement is often as effective as

Into Silence as Pilots 
Continue Hunt. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Dec. 20.—(/) 
The search for two lost skyliners of 
the west rose to spectacular propor- 
tions today with more than 8,200 men 
available but the strange radio sig- 
nals, which stirred hope of finding 
alive the nine missing persons, faded 
into silence. 

Tonight, with hope for safety of 
the air travelers having faded with 
the radio signals, the Western Air 
Express Company offered a $1,000 
reward for discovery of its airliner, 
missing since Tuesday with five men 
and two women. 

Allan Barrie, Western Air's youth- 
ful -vice president, said the reward 
would remain effective until noon, 
January 4. 

Radio operators of Utah, southeast: 
ern Nevada and northern Arizona kept 
a fruitless vigil for a repetition of 
the faint, indistinct call—‘‘Is Salt 
Lake City or St. George there?’— 
which floated over the air yesterday. 

“Officials have practically given up 
on the radio theory,” said George Key- 
ser Jr., traffic agent for Western Air 
Express. “It must have been some 
amateur.” 

However, the officials said a radio 
direction finder had been set up near 
St. George in an effort to trace the 
mysterious calls should they occur 
again.

U. S. PROBES EFFECT 
OF NEW LABOR ACT 


Government Supply Costs 
Reported Increased Due to 


Walsh-Healy Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(P)— 
Treasury and Labor Department of- 
ficials said today they were making 
a study to determine whether gov- 
ernment supply costs have been in- 
creased by the Walsh-Healy act. 

Kinacted in the last congress, the 
act requires a 40-hour week and other 
labor standards in the production of 
goods sold to the government on con- 
tracts of $10,000 or more. 

It has been argued in some quar- 
ters the law would raise the cost of 
government supplies materially. Of- 
ficials said the survey is to determine 
whether this has been true. 

Any such survey, it was said, can 
provide only rought comparisons of 
prices before and after enactment of 
the act, because many other factors 
enter into supply costs. 

Recent refusal of some industries to 
bid on government contracts has given 
rise to reports of a “strike” against 
the Walsh-Healy act. 

In government circles, there existed 
divergent views over the absence of 
contract bidding. High naval offi- 
cials were inclined to blame_ the 
Walsh-Healy labor requirements. On 
the other hand. Secretary Perkins at- 
tributed the failure to receive the 
usual number of bids to increased de- 
mands of private industry for steel. 

Recently, the navy was unable to 
get bids on 2.500,000 pounds of cop- 
pers. .

FARM CO-OPERATIVES 
SHORT TERM LENDING 
703,000,000 IN °3 


FCA Chief Reports Growing 
Popularity of This Type 
of Credit. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(?)— 
The Farm Credit Administration re- 
ported today an increasing popular- 
ity for short-term loans available to 
farmers on a co-operative basis for 
growing crops or raising livestock. 

W. I. Myers, FCA governor, said 
the 552 Production Credit Associations 
loaned $203,000,000 in the first 11 
months of this year as against $176,- 
000,000 in 1935. 

In less than three years the new 
type credit had made $500,000,000 
available to farmers, Myers said, and 
added: “This tends to disprove a pop- 
ular notion that farmers patronize co- 
operative enterprises only in times of 
financial difficulty.” 

In another field of federal farm aid, 
the Resettlement Administration re- 
ported reduction of $36,902,322 in the 
debts of 45,263 farmers by means of 
voluntary mediation was reported to- 
day by the Resettlement Administra- 
tion. 

W. W. Alexander, acting adminis- 
trator, said this had been accom- 
plished in 15-months and had scaled 
down total debts of the farmers from 
$144,102.489 to $107,200,167, a reduc- 
tion of 25.6 per cent.

SMALL WASP RIDS 
PEACHES OF MOTH 


Destructive Blight in North 
Georgia Almost Banished 
By Tiny Insect. 

OORNELIA, Ga., Dec. 20.—(?)— 
A little wasp that specialized on an 
egg diet is credited with having al- 
most rid the Geor- 
gia peach crop 
of the destructive 
oriental fruit 
moth. 

Known techni- 
cally as ‘“‘tricho- 
gramma minu- 
tum,” the wasp 
is a parasite that 
feeds on the eggs 


of other insects. 
Properly colonized in orchards, it 


destroys fruit moths that attack 
peaches and codling moths that at- 
tack apples. 


C. H. Alden, in charge of peach 
and apple experiments at Cornelia, 
said in his annual report just sent 
to State Entomologist J. H. Girar- 
deau some 38,000,000 specimens of the 
wasp were bred, distributed and col- 
onized at the Cornelia station dur- 
ing che past year. 

Through the use of the wasp, -he 
said, fruit moth infestation in peaches 
was reduced to 1-2 of 1 per cent in 
1936—the lowest in years. 

Discussing the results of recent ap- 
ple experiments, Alden advised grow- 
ers not to try to make a crop at all 
should frost destroy more than 75 per 
cent of it in the spring. 

“By trying to gp ahead under such

Supporting Curtailing of 
Crop in 1937. 
DOUGLAS, Ga., Dec. 20.—(P)— 


Coffee county tobacco growers, who 
expressed the belief there is a tend- 
ency among farmers who have not 
grown tobacco to plant a large acre- 
age in 1937, today favored control 
legislation. 

In a resolution unanimously adopt- 
ed by 101 growers at a meeting held 


here yesterday, the tobacco growers 


said: 

“There is a tendency among farm- 
ers who have not grown tobacco to 
plart a large acreage to this crop in 
1937, which in our opinion would 
jeopardize prices and destroy the bal- 
ance between production and consump- 
tion, break down and destroy the 
benefits that have been gained through 
the control program.” 

The Coffee county growers said 
they had reduced their acreage from 
25 to 30 per cent during 1934, 1935 
and 1936, and had co-operated in other 
phases of the adjustment program.
